ie publisher’s blurb tells us that 
“this book is as big as America”. 
At any rate, it is not quite as big as 
“Gone with the Wind”, which is some 
thing for a reviewer to be thankful 
tou It is a story of twenty or so 
Jewish boys and girls, from the time 
they leave a Chieago high school in 
1921, to the end of the World’s Fail 
in 1934.

BOND PRICES AND GOVERNMENT 


Roosevelt Administration Preparing for Direct Supervision 
of Trade and Industry—The Consequences for Investors 
BY PAUL CARLISS 


In an article which Mr. Carliss wrote for SATUR- 
DAY NIGHT in October, 1932, he advised investors to 
purchase long-term government bonds in view of the 
very attractive rates of interest then prevailing. In 
a further article in January, 19235, he 
that bond prices had reached an unprecedentedly 
high level and recommended a policy of caution. In 
the present article he calls attention to the various 
factors which now govern bond prices and suggests 
that today only short-term bonds are attractive. for 
the investor.
